PREMIER OF QUEBEC DEAD 


Paris, Sept. 25—It is asserted from excellent diplomatic sources that Italy 


and Austria are the only powers which have replied favorably and uncondi- 
tionally to Germany's note. 


It is certainly a fact that the replies of Russia and France are alm'ost iden- 


tical, advocating the punishment of the originators of the anti-foreign assaults 
but not making their surrender an absolute condition of peace preliminlaries. 


Japan takes a middle course leaning a little more strongly towards Ger- 


many which Great Britain' declines. The powerful argument used against Ger 
many's position was its establishment of a precedent that would permit the 
powers to demand personages considered by them as guilty leaders of future 
wars and that such punishment was deemed fit before peace ntegotiations 


are undertaken, 
j 


Washington, Sept. 26—It is believed that General Chaffee, being at 
Tien 


Tsln, has by this time received the instructions cabled him yesterday, rela- 
tive to the reduction of his force inl China. If he returns to Pekin to execute 
the order, it will be Monday at least before he cafe begin a. movement of 
troops towards Tien Tsin. 


It is thought here that with a view to prevent any possible misunderstand- 


ing he already has acquainted the military representatives of the powers at 
Tien Tsm of the projected withdrawal of American forces. 


The rapid trend of events in China toward actual and formal war, which 


is regarded as certain to follow the refusal on the part of Germany and some 


of the other continental powers to enter intto negotiations for a settlement 
with China, is regarded here as justifying the decision of the state depart- 
ment to withdraw American troops, now that the purpose for which these 
troops were sent into China has been accomplished. 
the department has held from the first that a state of war did not exist 
wilh the Chinese government and it secured the assent of every one of the 
powers to that proposition. It still does not believe there is sufficient ground 


for changing that position and refuses to be drawn into war without such 
grounds. 


What effect, if any, the declaration of war upon China by Germany alonle, 


or in alliance with other powers, would have upon the negotiations which Mr, 
Conger has in hand can only be conjectured. 


Mr. Conger was to arrange the preliminaries of meeting betwene the rep- 


resentatives of the powers and China with the view of effecting1 a harmon- 
ious settlement. 


His action was not to be mandatory in any sense upon any power and 


each was free to reject the good of- fices of the "United Statea it it saw fit. 


The failure of Mr. Conger's efforts w ould not, it is believed, involve much 


change in the American program. Our government simply would be obliged 
to deal directly with China, with a view to the protection of our interests* 
abandoninfi any further effors to bring the powers Into harmony in the set- 
tlement, 
i 


As to the military plans already laid down they will remain unchanged, it 


is said here. If a belligerent power or powers selsar u on Peicm the Ameri- 
can minister will still remain there an d General Chaffeje's legation guard 
will stay with him, but taking no part in the war.

A MISTAKEN POLICY 


Sow Germany Kegards the Attitude of the 


United States Toward China, Situation 


V-i Said to be Now More Dangerous, 


f Btrtfn/ Sept/. tt.^ffSti 
German pre*W' 


Jeontiivuea to comment upon America's 
answer to the German note, taking th« 
ground that the situation has been made 
more dangerous, and saddling the blam« 
*or this upon President McKinley. Sev- 
eral semi-official papers severely con- 
'demn the Attitude of the United States. 
Others "explain" it by a reference to tha 
(difficulties in the Philippines. 


Alarming news from China, ha* reached 


the German government, but it Trill not 
be pul»Ush|fJ''now, as Germany Intends 
to use It during the conference In Pe- 
Icln. 
FieWM»r«6»J Von Waldereee had 


cabled to Emperor William direct that he 
has found the general situation much 
more dawerous then he had expected, 
•3 it has grovn worse during the la»t 
fortnight, ajid the consuls in central and 
southern China art expecting a general 
Uprising. 


Admiral Von, Bendemann hag repeated- 


ly cabled that the situation along tha 
Yang-T»e-Klang is very critical, and 
also expressing (ears concerning tha 
•afety of Klao-Chou. 


The German foreign office haa received 


cfflelal information of the appointment 
of Prince Tuan as grand secretary. In 
reply to an inquiry a* to whether this 
Indicated a *erlous turn in affairs, a high 
official of th* for«ign office said: 
"Un- 


doubtedly It does for the power* that 
want to begin peace negotiations. Tha 
appointment means that Tuan Is now at 
the helm, and shows to what lengths tha 
Chinese government will go in defying 
the powers." 


The Cologne Gazette publishes a state- 


ment, evidently inspired, to the effect 
that, with the exception of Great Brit- 
ain, all the powers have replied to tha 
German not* and that all, with the ex- 
ception of the United States, agree to 
Germany's proposal In essentials. 


"The appointment of Prince Tuan an 


the head of the Chinese government may 
.fce regarded," says the Cologne Gazette, 
'"as the first fruits of America's policy." 
The American note has evidently re- 
vived the courage of the Chinese and 
'thftir cherished speculations regarding 
fllseord among th* powers; 


"Taw eat of the empress dowager, in 


fcppotntiag Prince Tuan. is a slap In thj 
face for th* WKole world, but China will 
deceive hertett in this matter, as sha 
lias done In others. Even assuming that 
Votive work against China should be left 
to only a part of th* powers, that part 
Will be strong enough to impose its will 
jln China, and any state standing aslda 
"would never think of opposing the work 
Wf Justice undertaken by the others. 


"There ls.no denying that Prince Tu- 


•m's appointment bis brought about a 
'change tn .the, situation. 
Many powers 


.will a*k tSeJnWV** ^whether It Is poa- 
eible to *at*r upon diplomatic; negotia- 
tions •with a state h*ad«d by a man 
Btrongly suspected of being guilty of the 
gravest breach** of International law." 


The oSldal added that Germany feels 


absolutely no bitterness ov»r the answer 
of the United States, although she re- 
gards it as tmbotei&jT - mistaken policy 
toward Chin*. 
There has been no fur- 


ther exchange of view* on the subject 
between B«rll£ and 'Washington sine* the 
reception of th* American reply.

That time has come, and yesterday's 


action marks the beginning of the dis- 
appearance of the American army from 
China, for, although some military forca 
is to remain, It will not be of the chc •- 
actsr of an army, but, under the ron-lt- 
tion laid down In the order to GeneraJ | 
Chaffee, and especially under Its official I 
designation as a "legation gruard," will 
be rather of the nature of a civil guard. 
This small force will not be included In 
any military operations which may b« 
conducted by th« allied armies, and so 
will not fall subject to the directions ot 
Field Marshal Waldersee, the com- 
mander-in-chlef. 


Much thought has been given to the 


proper number of troops to be allotted 
for thl« purpose, and it Is believed that 
th* 1400 men selected ivill be quite suffi- 
cient to protect the American legation 
against any force that could be brought 
against it.

was a leader in the division of the Demo- 
cratic party, and the building up of tha 
Republican party in Illinois. 


Generr Palmer raised the fourteenth 


Illinois r "iment In the spring of 1861, 
and during his aervloe ha was distin- 
guished for Judgment, decision and gal- 
lantry In action. 
In September, 1864, 


owing to his objection to service under 
Schofield, whose commission as majol 
general was dated the same day as his, 
he was, at his own request, relieved of 
his command by General Sherman. H« 
was at one time military governor of 
Kentucky. 


He returned to Illinois whe-n relieved 


of his duties, and settled down to prac- 
tice law in Sprlngfiftld, but In 18SS he 
Was the Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, and was elected. 
His part In 


the political history of the state was an 
Important one from that time on. 
In 


1878 he was urged by many to run fot 
president on the Democratic ticket, but 
he supported Samuel J. Tild*n. 
Ha 


became a prominent factor in the Demo- 
cratic camp thereafter, and In 1890 was 
elected to the United States senate. Ha 
served in the senate until 1897, when ha 
•was succeeded by "William E. Mason. Ha 
was nominated by tha Gold Democrats 
for president in 1896.

TJnnsed Railroad Tleteet*. 


Some men with unused railroad tick- 


ets on their hands sell them to scalp- 
ers while others go to the railroad 
company that issued them and obtain 
their value in money. IJost persons, 
however, do neither and accept the losa 
_when the ticket is worth less than a 
dollar. Indeed many persons do not 
realize that the railroad companies 
stand ready to redeem unused tickets 
even of small value, so that the com- 
panies must be richer bj many thou- 
sands of dollars a year through this 
Ignorance. 


Every railroad ticket bears the name 


of the general passenger agent and of 
the general manager of the road. It is 
a simple matter to Inclose the ticket 
with a letter directed to the general 
passenger agent asking him to refund 
the money paid and explaining the rea- 
ion why the ticket is left unused in the 
bands of the purchaser. It is courte- 
ous to inclose a stamped envelope in 
which the money may be returned. 


When all these things have been 


done, the company generally acknowl- 
edges the receipt of the ticket holder's 
communication and promises to inves- 
tigate the matter. The investigation 
consists in the proper identification of 
the ticket by the agent who sold it and 
a little bookkeeping to set the accounts 
right. Then tbe purchaser receives a 
check for the amount due from the 
railroad company ^long with a letter 
requesting 
acknowledgment. —• New

There arc scores of superstitions con- 


nected with the barber's chair •which, 
many people believe in implicitly. Bar- 
bers will tell you thnt your luck for an 
entire day may be made or spoiled by the 
way you are .shaved. A barber who hopes 
to please nowadays must not be an artis- 
tic barber, but well informed on all su- 
perstitions. 


Many men who are perfectly rational 


on most subjects have a superstitious 
fear of the ill luck of the barber's chair. 
These superstitions vary considerably in 
different cities. It is a very common be- 
lief, however, that for a barber to lather 
the face with a single up stroke of the 
brush inevitably brings bad luck. Many 
people will sharply abuse a barber who 
makes this mistake. 


Another omen is that if a man takes a 


barber's chair immediately after a negro 
has vacated it he will be badly cut whiia 
being shaved. It is not uncommon to 
see a man wait for some time for another 
chair rather thaa expose himself to tha 
danger. 


It is considered very bad luck to see a 


hunchback in a mirror standing or pass- 
ing back of one. This omen is said to 
foretell a death in'the family. 


There is quite as much good as bad 


luck to be encountered. 


To be ghjued by a redheaded barber, 


for instance, is believed by many to be 
a sure cure for rheumatism. There are 
several redheaded barbers in New York 
•who have kept* customers for a long time 
on the strength ot this superstition. It is 
also comforting to remember that to be 
accidentally cut twice on the same side 
of the face in one shaving will insure 
good luck for some time. Should this be 
done intentionally, however, the charm ia 
completely lost. 


It is well to remember that if one con- 


tinually sits with legs crossed in the bar- 
ber shop the hair is likely to come out 
early in life, making a man prematurely 
bald. The habit, which is a common one, 
should therefore be reformed before it ia 
too lato.

A very bad omea is to have the towel 


about the neck drop out before one is 
shaved. This catastrophe indicates that 
one will be cut soon by, a barber's care- 
lessness. 


You cannot bevtoo careful about having 


your chin ebaved before the mustache. 
If you persist in having the upper lip 
chaved first, yon will never, it is slid, be 
able to raise a good beard.

Another very dangerous practice Is the 


1 not common one of using several razors 


lor a single shave. Two razors are nK 
lowable, but to use more than two even 
for a moment is said to bring very bad 
luck. A barber will sometimes try a 
razor, and if he does not find it sharp 
enough pick up another and change to a 
third in finishing. 


It is comforting to know that there are 


many more chances for receiving good 
luck than for bad luck. A person igno- 
rant of all these superstitions has the per- 


I centnge ol chance in his favor. Very 
i good luck is invited by the man who has 


his shoes polished at the same time he is 


• being shaved. It may be due partly to 
1 this superstition that this time saving 
' device is becoming popular. It is advisa- 


ble to smoke while sitting in the barber's 
chair throughout the operation. This ia 


' said to prevent the face from smarting 
1 or burning afterward, no matter how ten- 


der the skin may be.

An Old Show F*wo;vent«r Dmierlhe* 


the Remarkable Team Work bjr a 
Gang ot Mem Wielding Sledge Ham- 
inert That lie. Wltnetted. 
"Not all of the interesting sights of a 


circus aie included in those seen at the 
public performances by any means," said 
an old circus goer. "I never myself caw 
anything more interesting about a circus 
than tbe unloading of a big three ring 
show from the cars it traveled in when 
011 the road and the moving ot this outfit 
out to the show grounds and the pitching 
ol the tents and so on. And not tbe 
least interesting thing to look at in all 
this was the driving of the big tent pins 
by which the great canvas was held up. 
That was certainly (something astonish- 
ing to see. I'd seen some pretty work by 
drillers—three or four men with sledge 
hammers standing around a drill held by 
another nan and striking upon that one 
after another with an absolutely uniform 
and unbroken succession of blows—but I 
never saw any hammer work that began 
to equal this of the circus men driving 
tent pins. 
"The tent plan had first been laid out 


on the ground by a man who walked 
around with a ste.el tape, indicating the 
spots where the pins were to go. Whejr- 
ever he stopped or mado a mark a itisn 
with him stuck into the ground a big 
steel skewer with a colored rag tied 
through a ring in the toy. Wtan the 
wagons with the poles aud pine csme 
along, pins were dropped out arcund os 
the ground, one handy to each of ckese 
markers. 


'•The pins were each about cix feet in 


length by an inch and a half to two inch- 
es in diameter, with a ferrule around th« 
top to prevent its splitting or fraying un- 
der the hammer blow, and shod with a 
steel point to preserve that end and make 
it easier to drive the pin into the ground. 
These giant tent pins were to hold each 
a rope coming down to it from the edge 
of the great canvas roof, and they must 
hold it securely, and to do that they roust 
be driven deep. As a matter of fact each 
one of them was sunk until only about 
six inches of it remained above the 
ground. Formidable a task as it might 
have seemed to be to put those pins down, 
they were sunk to their heads with the 
greatest apparent ease in considerably 
less than a minute apiece by a gang of 
men numbering eight or ten and working 
ell together, who moved steadily along 
froiH pin to pin until the work was done. 


"Tft-ay were stalwart men, every one, 


and superlative experts at pin driving. 
One pin driven, the boss of the gang 
would move out toward the next, the rest 
of the men sauntering along with him, 
and after him, each man carrying a ten 
pound sledge. Picking up that next jitaka 
from where it lay on the ground, the 
boss would stand it on end, with its point 
where it belonged as indicated by the 
skewer with tbe bright rag in the top. 
While he was doing this the- rest of the 
gang would be closing up in a ring around 
him and the stake and sort of settling in- 
to place in a perfect formation. 


"When the boss had got the stake np- 


ended, in a vertical position and with the 
point where it belonged, he would hit i€ 
one whack on the head with his sledge, 
driving it in far enough so that it would 
stand steady by itself, though that would 
leave it still standing about as tall as aa 
ordinary man. The other eight or nins 
men had by this time got settled into a 
true ring around the stake, and in tlie 
next instant after the hammer of the boss 
dropped off it, the hammer of the first 
man to his left eame down upon it. This 
man's sledge had been going up and over 
and down throngh the air to fall upon the 
stake as the boss stepped back. 


"As the sledge of this first striker drop- 


ped from the head of the stake the sledge 
of the nest man to him descended upon 
it, and so they went, round the circle, the 
hammers coming down one after another 
just as rapidly and as closely together as 
they could come without interfering. The 
sounds that the hammer strokes made on 
the stake were not like the beating of a 
roll on a drum exactly, but they wers 
something like the drummer's beating of 
dad-dy-mam-my, if that conveys any Idea 
to you, just before he merges, with, a 
still quicker movement, that quick suc- 
cession of strokes into the roll itself. Oe 
you might say that for rapidity the ham- 
mer strokes were like the sounds of the 
buckets of a steamboat's paddle wheel 
striking the water, except that there was 
no slowing or quickening as there is in 
paOdle wheel strokes. The strokes of the 
hammers were absolutely truly spaced, 
while the only variation in sound heard 
here was in that of the stake when 
struck, which varied a little in pitch, its 
Inflection rising as the stake went down. 


"The strokes swept round till it came 


the boss' turn. He had long since settled 
into bis place in the now perfect ring, 
end when 'his turn came his sledge de- 
scended in true succession with the rest, 
and, sweeping on beyond, the strokes 
went round again. Looking at the men 
now they seemed like some strange ma- 
chine with ten arms radiating from the 
center and operated from there by some- 
body playing on a keyboard and touching 
the keys as rapidf? as he could in regular 
succession. Twice this wave of strokes 
swept round, and the stake was driven 
home. Then once more tbe boss appear- 
ed, moving out from the now irregular 
bunch of men to the next stake, wuera 
precisely the same thing was repeated, 
i "And that's the way they kept a-goicg, 
right along to the finish, with machine- 
like regularity and precision. I didn't 
count them, but I should say there might 
have been from 60 to 80 of those great 
tent pins, set about ten feet apart and 
forming in outline a great oblong, and 
they drove them ail in less than an hour. 


"How do they get tbe pins up again? 


With a very simple contraption that 
works like a stump puller;"—New Tort

T-WOHOUKS OP AGONY 


AN OLD RAILROAD MAN'S STORY OF 


A BLUNDER HE MADE. 


Took In Ttre» Cent* Ia Tyrelve Mln- 


ntea and Tlien Moved On. 


The afternoon crush on Park row had 


just About ended, and the passing crowds 
had thinned down to a steady stream 
flowing toward Brooklyn bridge when the 
firm took a stand before The Times 
building and prepared fer business. Both 
are blind. He is a stubby little man with 
a full beard, wearing big blue goggles 
ov«r his sightless eyes. He held in one 
hand a large tin tobacco box, while with 
the other he ceaselessly tapped on the 
paving stones with a long stick. She also 
•wears disfiguring blue spectacles and, 
standing beside tbe man, kept one baud 
on his arm while with the other she held 
out a small tray, on which were a faw 
l>«ct«' sticks of chewing gum. 


Neither made direct appeal to the pass- 


ing throng, but the tap, tap, tap of the 
blind man's stick permitted few to go by 
without a glance at the couple. In the 
first minute 97 persons had passed. That 
was about the average, but five minutes 
elapsed, and the tin bor was still empty 
and the stock of chewing gum uudiniiu- 
ished. 


A stout elderly woman selling news- 


papers was the first person to accost the 
blind couple. 


"Evening, pop," the called o»t ebecr- 


By, "How's business?" 


"Slow, slow," h* returned. "How are 


700 doing?" But the news vender was 
goue. The stick rapped the pavement, 
and the crowd hurried on for three min- 
utes more. Then a young woman, ap- 
parently ft shopgirl, halted, searched 
through her aarsc and dropped two pen- 
nies in the tin box. Two minutes later 
the firm made a sale to a newsboy and 
exchanged a stick of rum for a cent. 
Another two minutes had gone whin a 
big policeman who would not see the 
blind people ordered a pusucarc man to 
move on. There may have been a bint 
in the command for some one else to 
move; but, whether or not, two pairs of 
blue spectacles were turned toward the 
bridge, and the firm's stand was vacated, 
while the stick tapped a path through th« 
crowd up Park row. 
The firm's gross receipts in 12 minutes 


of business amounted to 3 cents, while 
more than 1,000 people had passed.— 
New York Tiaies.

• "It !s very easy to get into the wr«ng 
department of a railroud," t:iid one of a 
group of railroad men iu the hotel lobby, 
a portly man with hair that was snowy 
white. "I made that mistake in the very 
beginning of my career; went into the 
operating department, aud it required on a 
of the severest lessons of my lite to tench 
me that I didn't belong the-e. L«-t me tell 
you about it. The tint position of impor- 
tance that I ever held on a railroad was 
as a dispatcher on one of the western 
roads, in the hottest country thf bun 
dhiftes upon iu this hemisphere today. It 
happened in Arizona. The h<-at win so 
intense that to sleep was utterly hnpo-ai- 
ble until nature became exhiiufctid. !'u'<- 
iug tbe day tut; ihr.iuunietci froi'i-iiily 
registered 120, and I rpTuem^or how we 
used to hold u lighted t-'.%?.r ui'J.-r the in- 
strument just as the ovcil.iud passenger 
train pulled in at noon with tourists al- 
most prostrateo. And many a hearty 
laugh we had, too, as they ra- cd wonder- 
ingiy at the thormonipt'-r with the mer- 
cury up to tt>.e highest point, siliti which 
they woul& send scores of tcle-rnms to 
friends in the east describins tbe heat. 


"I was working what we called the 


'third trick," from midnight to S o'clock 
in the morning. 
Our office controlled 


nearly 500 miles of track. We had three 
mountain ranges on our division, tnd ev- 
ery railroad man knows what that means 
to a dispatcher. It was norr'spry to split 
all our freight trains into f-pvpral sections 
to cross these mountains, and as we had 
only a few telegraph offices and those 
we did h'ave were far apart, we had to 
do some pretty cloie figuring to prevent 
delay of trains. This sort of work ia 
sufficiently trying in a cool climate. In a 
land where every one was constantly on 
the verge of collapse it was rendered dou- 
bly hard. 


"One night in August I went on duty, 


as usual, a~t midnight and received the 
transfer of everything on the division. 
We opened a new train slwet at 12 
o'clock, and after checking off with a 
blue pencil all the trains that had reach- 
ed their destination I placed this new 
sheet over that used the previous day. 
There was an--order on the hook to run 
a regular west bound water train ahead 
of time for a point at about the middle 
of the division, and at 1 o'clock I started 
it out. 
I 'mist have been half asleep 


when I gave that order to the operator, 
for I neglected to do what every dis- 
patcher does, what I had done always 
beforeeissuing running orders—I failed to 
look at the old train sheet. Had I done 
BO I might still be a dispatcher instead 
of general manager. 
Now, all of you 


know that a train running ahead of time 
has the rights of aa extra only. 
Ten 


minutes after receiving the report of the 
departure of that wattr train I glanced 
at the old sheet. What I saw sent the 
blood to my head with a rush, and I 
dropped back in my chair helpless, for 
away up in one corner of the sheet I saw 
that an extra was coming east. I had 
sense enough left to call up the station 
from, which the water train hnd just de- 
parted, in the hope that it might have 
lingered in the yard and might still be 
stopped by the switchman. But it was 
too late. What cotiH I do? There wns 
not another night office, on that part of 
the division, and two trains were rushing 
toward each other with nothing to warn 
them of tbe wreck that I knew must oc- 
cur. 


> "I have heard of men's hair turning 
white in a single night, and I have read 
of others being driven mad under condi- 
tions more favorable than those through 
•which I lived for two hours that August 
night. For 120 minutes I lived over ev- 
ery smallest detail of my life. I followed 
those trains mentally o^er eiery inch of 
the division. I kr.ev.- j'-.st abo'it whore 
they must come together. It would oc- 
CHr on a sharp 
curve where neither 


would see the other until it would be 
impossible to stop. I could see the agony 
on the faces of the engineers and the 
firemen as they caught one flash of the 
headlights and then came the crash, the 
escaping steam, the grinding and creak- 
ing of broken timbers. But over all I 
heard the cries and groans of injured 
men, and every one of them was a friend 
of mine. 


"For two hours I was obliged to conj 


tinue sending orders to 40 or SO trains on 
other parts of the road, and all the time 
I was waiting for the message that 
would contain the details of the colRsion. 
I tell you, gentlemen"—here the white 
haired man rose to his feet, stirred by the 
recollection—"I wouldn't live that night 
over again for all the world. I couldn't 
tell you in an hour of nil the thought*! 
that crowded to my mind as I worked 
and waited. Nearly all the men compos- 
ing the crews on those two trains were 
married. I knew their wives and chil- 
dren. I had grown up among them, and 
before the break of day, I thought, they 
would be widows and orphans, and I—I 
should never dare to look them in the 
t'nee again. Perhaps the law wonffl pun- 
ish roe. Here the idea-occurred to mi? 
that I must escape. 
It didn't matter 


where I went. I wanted only to go 
where I should not be seen by those who 
knew of my criminal carelessness. About 
B o'clock I had figured that in a few "mo- 
ments I should know the worst By that 
time I was no longer fit to handle trains, 
and, although 1 had said no word to my 
call boy, he knew that something was 
wrong and without consulting me awoke 
the chief dispatcher. I remembered see- 
ing Johnny come into the office. Then. J 
may as well confess it, 1 lay down on the 
counter, or BOOTP one put me there. The 
next thing I knew was that water was 
being dashed into my face, and the chief 
was saying: 'Come, old man, it's all right. 
They didn't hit; they met ut Ludlow.'" 


The climax was dramatic. Every man 


in the party sat bolt upright to catch the 
last sentences, for the voice of the gen- 
eral manager was husky with emotion. 


"I never sent another trnin order ia rey 


life. 
I never shall. 
That," said the 


speaker ns he arose and motioned to the 
clerk for his key, "was how I ran trains 
and allowed them to arrange their own 
meeting point. But, then, as I stated in 
the bpirinninp, it happened in Arizona, 
the hottest laud under tne sun.::—iiua- 
sas City Star.

The mayo** and ex-mayors of the 


Commonwealth have chosen well in

Our charter has served us 
admirably and for proof of this state, 
ment we need only refer to the record 
tot the last five years. No city has 
had better government than! North Ad- 
ame. Our charter is not a machine in- 
vented to do the governing Itself; it is 
an instrument by which good men may 
conduct public affairs to the very best 
of their ability without being fettered 
by a dwarfing fundamental law. 


In the matter of public improvement* 


we have much—tor w« have nothing, if 
you would rather be on the side of the 
hypercritical. Our municipal adorn-

fHE COSTQF WAR. 


Sams For Enal&iid to Pay 


For tbe South African C<u»pal«ii. 
Recently some Interesting data have 


been published regarding the transpor- 
tation of troops, horses and material to 
South Africa, based on official reports. 


Between Oct,20 and June 9, 234 trans- 


ports left England tor tbe seat of war, 
carrying on board 188,141 men, 38,333 
horses, 400 guns and 1,951 wagons. 
Moreover, about 34,000 horses came 
from Australia, Argentina and New 
Orleans, and 10,000 were brought by 
the colonial troops. Finally some 75,- 
000 mules were shipped from the Unit- 
ed States, Italy, India and Spain, mak- 
ta( a total of 150,000 animals. The 
average price of those purchased 
abroad was $77 for horses and $07 for 
raules. The cost of transporting the 
troops was about 570,000,000. 


For the hospital service there were 


11 general hospitals, 5 permanent hos- 
pitals and 27 field hospitals, besides 18 
bearer companies, with, a personnel of 
470 military surgeons, 360 civil sur- 
geons, 530 nurses, 3,600 men of the 
hospital corps, 500 volunteers, 1,200 
men of the St John ambulance- corps 
and 130 men of tbe militia ambulance 
corps. Finally two hospital trains and 
four hospital ships were sent out from 
England. 


Between Oct 5 and April 28, 792 ships 


of a total tonnage capacity of 293,744 
tons were chartered for carrying am- 
munition and supplies, and about 150,- 
000 tons of meat, coal, fodder, etc., 
were shipped from England and for- 
eign ports. 


Foi {.lie postal ccrv!co "<V* M»rrn- 


phers and 3,500 postal officials were re- 
quired for tbe enormous mail, which, 
for example, on one day (May 10) 
amounted to 313,410 letters and 131,- 
808 newspaper packages. Finally up 
to the end of May tlio transports had 
brought back to England 11,843 siclt 
officers and men.

poabibiy a. foul murder, and one which 
onty the 
closest investigation 
will 


make clear. 


At an early hour this morning word 


ivas sent to the police tnat the dead 
bi dy o'f a woman had been found in 
the woods adjacent to the fish pond. 
Medical .examiner Brown was notified 
and with the Officer 
Sydney Horan, 


wentt at Once to the scene. It was there 
found that the report was true, for ly- 
ing in the woods was the body of an 
unknown woman who had probably 
been dead for from one and a half to 
two days. Undertakers Carpenter & 
Simmons were directed to take charge 
of the body, and it was- later removed 
to their undertaking rooms on Bank 
st:eet. 


The body was first discovered by a 


youth aged 15 years named Harry 
Holmes, son of John Holmes of Brad- 
ley street, at about 
7 o'clock 
this 


morning. The lad was going through 
the woods with his gun hunting. 
He 


at once notified a neighbor, John Mc- 
Nine, who, after investigating 
and, 


finding the story true reported the mat- 
ter to the police. The lad Is subject 
to heart trouble and the ghastly find 
completely unnerved him, and it was 
at first feared that the result would be 
serious. 


The body lay in one of the most 


lonely places to be found in this sec- 
tion, about 300 yards from 
the golf 


links, inl the woodland owned by Frank 
B. Locke, and on a prominence about 
40 feet from a brook. No one could have 
possibly found the body unless it had 
been a hunter, as the place is rarely 
visited. The woman was lying on her 
back, her hat on the left side, with two 
hat pins stuck through it. Upon the 
right side anld near the body was her 
umbrella. She was dressed in a blue 
serge skirt, black plaited shirt waist, 
and heavy 
black short 
coat. 
Her 


glatses were upon her nose, slightly in- 
clined towards the forehead. A back 
comb in her jair was broken in two. 


A hasty examination by Medical Ex- 


aminer Brown disclosed a bruise upon 
the left ear, and also bruises back of 
the ear, as though she had sustained a 
severe blow. It was given! as the opin- 
ion of the doctor that she had been 
dead at least tw.o days, as the body 
was badly bloated, and decomposition 
had already begun.' 


Later the body was identified as that 


<of Mrs. Mary Benton, wife of Henry 
Benton of this city; but how she came 
to be in that lonely place, and how she 
came to her death is the mystery to be 
cleared up by the police. 


Mrs-. Benton had nlot lived with her 


husband for some time, and had con- 
siderable of a police record. Upon the 
police blotter there are charges against 
her for larceny and "shop lifting, and 
she had served time at the woman's 
prison in Sherbourri. The husband is* 
a hard Workinlg man, universally re- 
spected, and is in the employ of Sykes, 
Hodge & Arnold company, where he 
drives' a coal team. On April 17, 1899, 
her children were taken from her and 
placed in the hands of the state board 
of charity, and sent to homes In Spring 
field. For some time past she has been 
dissolute, and while working at vari- 
ous places as housekeeper and servant, 
could only retain her position for a 
short time, owing to her habits. One 
of the last places where she worked 
was at Mrs. Adolph Perry's on the 
Tunnel road, and Mrs. Perry in an in- 
terview this morning feaid: 


"Yes, she worked for me for a short 


time, but owing to her habits, I was 
obliged to discharge her. One Friday 
about 7 weeks ago she left and later 
returned with an expressman and took 
her trunk and clothing. She never re- 
turned for the money due her, and I 
have never seen' her since, until I 
looked upon her dead body today, 
which I at once, recognised." 


Chief Dinneen at an early hour, and 


before the body was removed, visited 
the scene and with Officer Houran 
made a careful examination of the 
ground In the Immediate vicinity, but 
found nothing suspicious; or a claw to 
work upon. 


The well known habits of the woman, 


the lonely place so far from dwellings, 
and the bruises already mentioned cer- 
tainly make the case m'ost mysterious, 
and would point to foul play.

on first pas*-

Extermination of Hut*. 


The extermination of rats by the ap- 


plication of a bacteriological process 
has recently been suggested at the 
Pasteur institute of Paris. It is said 
a microbe has been found which will 
produce a deadly pestilence wben in- 
troduced into a population of rats and 
cause their annihilation, or at least 
make them a negligible quantity. The 
bacillus In question was derived -from 
field mice suffering from a spontaneous 
epidemic disease and by elaborate 
processes of repeated cultures was 
transmitted through a series of mice 
and rats. 
In this -way its virulence 


was Increased, and It was found when 
eaten surely pathogenic for the rats. 
In addition to the experiments in tbe 
laboratory, trials were made In a large 
number of forms, warehouses and oth- 
er places infested by rats. It Is re- 
ported that in 50 per cent of the ex- 
periments there was a complete disap- 
pearance of the rats, that in 30 per 
cent their number greatly decreased, 
while in 20 per cent the method failed.

Oliver C. Farrington, curator of the

that animal life has existed on this 
planet for at least 10,000,000 years and 
probably for double that length of 
time. These conclusions were reached 
by estimating tho period required for 
the grow-th of tbe stalactites in the 
caves mentioned. In ISaO one of these 
stalactites was cut, and the Increase 
since then has been carefully measur- 
ed, showing that about 85 years are 
required for the formation of a cubic 
Inch of the substance.

On all the main streets nearly every 


other shop htiR a counter of white mar- 
ble and large bottles of Iced "water, lem- 
onade, cherry simp, pomegranate shrug 
or something of the sort. Green leaves 
surround the bottles, and a little ma- 
chine keeps up a tinkling of glasses to 
attract the passersby. Certain, shops 
are known for their specialties In cer- 
tain sirups and, others for their water, 
about which Turks are very particulai 
and can tell at once from which of the 
many springs near the capital it cornea. 
The streets swarm with itinerant sell- 
ers with* elaborate arrangements foi 
keeping the water cold. Some have a 
regular booth wliere they dispense 
anything from water to a gazelle, 
which is the name" for effervescing 
lemonade. 


The simplest method Is that adopted 


by those who carry about a huge glass 
bottle holding about -two gallons ol 
lemonade on the mouth of which is bal- 
anced a large lump of ice, continually 
dripping into the bottle. These drinks 
are the cheapest, one farthing a tum- 
bler. Unfortunately the coin represent- 
ing a farthing Is almost extinct, so thai 
the drinker has to drink two glasses oi 
come back next day for the balance. 
The Ice cream venders, too, must not 
be -forgotten. Their picturesque get up 
la very distinctive, and they do a roar- 
ing trade. The ices they sell are very 
pure, and one never bears of cases' ol 
Illness among those eating them. The 
time when the men do their best busi- 
ness with Europeans is at night aftei 
dinner. Every one is then sitting out- 
side on the terraces or balconies over- 
hanging the Bosporus. The Ice man 
comes along In a boat and seems ,at 
once to supply a long felt want—Con- 
stantinople Cor.

"What was the curiousest thing I ever 


'Bee? Well, that's hard to say, but there's 
the cruise I made from San Diego to 
Monterey with the yacht Foam—I'll nev- 
er forget it, though it was years ago. 


"I was in Han Diego at the time, wait- 


ing for a job, when u man came to roe and 
asked if 1 would take a yacht up to Mon- 
terey, ill-liver her there, and take 20 men 
who wanted to go up. 


•'I said I would, the terms being good, 


and I found I could charge the laborers 
n decent price and make something out 
ot" it; so off we Blurted one bright morn- 
ing.

"The laborers were railroad men, going 


up to work on a new road, and the sec-

Remarkable Skill Displayed by Fro- 


fcHnlonal Bee- Tracker*. 


"Talk about your queer trades," said 


a man from Texas, "what do you think 
of bee tracking as a means of making a 
living? I know several professional bee 
trackers who have never dime uuythiug 
else in their lives, and their skill is some- 
thing almost incredible. 
What is the 


work like, did you ask? Well, I'll ex- 
plain. Down in Bee county, in my state, 
where some of the greatest apiaries in 
the world are located, all honey is graded 
and marked according to the bloom from 
which it was obtained. For example, you 
may have your choice of cotton blossom, 
wild clover, horse mint and several other 
brands, each distinct in flavor. This 
seems very mysterious to a stranger, be- 
cause the bees rang* wild over miles of 
countryside. But it was discovered long 
ago that the colony from each hive or 
cluster of hives always draw their sweets 
from some one particular llower and reli- 
giously shun the others. At the begin- 
ning of the honey making season the pro- 
prietor of a bee farm wants to know, of 
course, how much of each flavor he is 
going to have, as a basis of calculations. 
So he sets the tracker to work. 


"The tracker, who is always a native \ 


Mexican, mounts his tough little bron- 
cho, rides orer to a row of hives, waits 
until a big, healthy looking bee emerges, 
and when it flies away on its daily quest 
he gallops along in its wake. Often the 
feeding ground is miles distant, and the 
bee takes anytbjng but a beeline. On the 
contrary, it mjkes long detours, frisks 
and frolics through gardens, loafs ia 
Ghady groves and has a good time gener- 
ally. 
But it in the rarest thing in the 


world for it to shako off its 'shadow.' 
How the Mexican manages to keep It in 
Bight and to distinguish it from other 
bees it meets en route I have never been 
able to understand. The business seems 
actually to develop a special faculty. 
When the bee finally reaches its destina- 
tion, the tracker makes a mental note 
of the variety of flower and then returns 
home. Next day he verifies his observa- 
tion by following another honey gatherer 
and then labels the hive and proceeds to 
the next c*e. 
When bis task is done, 


the apiary man knows exactly what he 
can depend on in the several flavors. The 
trackers are well paid; enough to let 
them loaf between seasons."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

The town lay in the midst of a forest 
and had been partly destroyed during 
the war. We lived In wooden barrack* 
that had been built by the Germans. 
Not far away was the line of black 
and white posts that marked the pro- 
visional frontier, and It was one of our 
pastimes to ride out to them. 
Tho 


young officers dreamed of nothing but 
the chance of provoking a frontier con- 
flict. Some made targets of the polrt- 
ed helmets found and brought In by 
the peasants, arranging matters so na 
to be seen by the German sentinels; 
others galloped wildly across the line 
and back again. 


One of them, however, Yves de Pel- 


ven de Kerdec, took no share In these 
pleasantries. When he was asked to 
Join In, he would shrug his shoulders 
softly and murmur, "Childishness!" 
He was left to do as he pleased. No 
one cared. Only after awhile we dis- 
covered that he was accustomed to 
take long solitary rides at night and in 
a direction that did not lead to France! 
We began to watch him more from cu- 
riosity than from suspicion. I my- 
self, I confess, was drawn toward him 
by this original and mysterious mode 
of existence. 


He was then a slight, blond, pale 


youth, feminine of features, all nerve 
and muscle, tireless, fearless, silent. 
He was liked by the men, although 
they were a trifle jealous of that inde- 
finable superiority which marked his 
breeding. Some of the old veterans of 
swarthy akin and voice loved him in 
•plte of his refinement. They called 
him "Mile, de Pelven," or "the little 
mademoiselle." 


With five years of service to his cred-

Toward 10 o'clock th« party return- 


ed. Another conference took place In 
my husband's study.

beard my husband call for grog, port 
.Wlae aud ice; then the hours passed, 


and silence reigned.

I remained awake, very curious. At

form and oloak. I did not qufstfon 
him, for I ai;-""- "28t he would not an^ 
:ivm\ When It was he that was about 
to fight, he would alwayg tell m» 
brusquely. This had happened three 
times In our ten months of married 
life. 
Like a curious child, I peered 


from behind the bliuds and saw them 
start off. 
There were St. Perle, Roger, 


Pelven and th« surgeon. "Who is to 
tight?" 1 thought "It must be Pelven, 
for St Perle would not take an infe- 
rior In rank for second." 


Finally 1 went to bed, nervous and 


worried. Morning broke. I rose late, 
feeling bereft of all my friends. I wan- 
dered through the house. I entered the 
study, bung with skins, oriental rugs, 
panoplied with weapons. On the black- 
board I saw some ialf erased sen- 
tences. 
I opened 'the curtain, and 


there, in the bitter atmosphere of cold 
tobacco smoke, in this almost sinister

Roger came back that night 


alone and grieved. 


Who was the adversary of De Pel- 


ven? An officer? Yes. Who? I will 
not tell you. Only a few knew, and 
the secret has been well kept. 
The 


reason of the duel? Nothing, they said 
—a trifle—but I have always suspected 
that somebody had accused him of 
passing too easily across the frontier 
alone at night. 


The next day Pelven's aged father 


came and took away the body. 
It 


soems that all the affairs of the lieu- 
tenant were in perfect order. He must 
have had a presentiment that he was 
going to be killed, for the words on the 
blackboard were In the nature of direc- 
tions for his own burial. 
And that 


was the end of the poor "little made- 
moiselle." 


Two months passed. 
Spring came. 


One day we all started on a drag party 
in the woods on the road to Delle. A 
little before luncheon I went strolling 
in the forest with two or three friends.

»f dancing in Paris, as she generally 
'does in the spring. It is said that dur- 
ing the war she had a romance, a de- 
licious romance, with a French lieuten- 
ant whose name I could never learn. 
They had sworn eternal fidelity. I 
fion't know what has happened since, 
but she now lives jn solitude and will 
enter a convent at Mannheim on her 
twenty-fifth birthday unless she gets 
out of her sentimeutalisms, which is 
not patriotic from the German point of 
view, for she is the daughter of one of 
the first generals of the empire." 


He said no more, but we understood. 


Poor Pelven! That was the explana- 
tion of those long nocturnal rides, tak- 
en at the risk of the sentinels' bullets;

Its wing—symbol of his ethereal love, 
fitful and fragile; that was the reason 
for that life of mystery, poetry and si- 
lence, the roses in the cottage, the ada- 
gio of Beethoven and the duet, which 
finished it all.

THE OYSTER CRAB. 


•V lUtwork »f C»rlon.» StortM B»v« 


Wov»« AHOBt It. 


The little crab about th* *lze of a pea, 


resembling a blcarhcrl out spider, iu the 
oyster crap. In Europe It IK called the 
pea crab and is deeMMly scarce, rarely 
s«ea except by naturalists. It is com- 
mon on our coasts, aot only in oysters, 
but also la mussels and scallops. 


Washington crab la a aame that has 


been suggested for it, as it was consid- 
ered a great delicacy by pur first presi- 
dent, sari The Scientific American. The 
oyster cr»» has been known from the ear- 
liest history, aad a curious network of 
stories have been woven about it. 


Aristotle the Greek anti Pliny the Ro- 


man, 
naturalists, btiieved that a definite 


relation or underiitanding existed be- 
tween the shellfish and its lodger and 
even^went so far «s to say that death 
would be the rcBult if the crab should de- 
sert its host. The watthfui crab, living 
within the home ot the dull and stupid 
oyster, on sceine small fish approach, 
would wait uatil one more bold than th* 
rest of hjs companions ventured within 
the open shell; then, gently nipping the 
oyster, the doers would be closed and the 
fish held a prisoner. Thereupon the two, 
the host and hi) guest, would feed at lei- 
sure upon the body of th» vcntureiomd 
Csh. 


Another story, which held its own until 


late in the last century, was that this lit- 
tle crab played the part of the "king's 
jackal," who bunted by night for his 
innjsst; the HOD. It would sally forth to 
hunt and brinf food to the helpless mus- 
sel or oyster and on returning from ths 
hunt, should it find the house closed, 
would give a cry, which was recognized 
by the host, the door Instantly opened, 
and it was allowed to enter. Study has 
shown that the crab never leaves its 
home and cannot cry, but as for the lion, 
who, 
in fact, often sets the food for the 


jackal, so it is that the little crab feeds 
upon the substances which are swept in 
by the current of watar made by the bi- 
valve in order to bring its own food and 
to freshen the water for its respiration. 


Again, the crab was said to warn its 


protecting host from danger by a timely 
pinch, so that the doors could be closed 
against some crafty octopus or insidious 
starfish, and for which service the crab 
was rewarded by board and lodging. 


It is' true the oyster crab may act in 


such manner that it warns the oyster of 
the approach of danger, but one can 
scarcely believe that it is anything but a 
personal motive on its part. Present day 
folks do not believe that any intelligent 
understanding exists between the two. 
We have all seen how a crab will harry 
back and forth on tke approach of dan- 
ger, will dart into the first crevice to es- 
cape its foe and when in safety brandish 
Its formidable claws with the greatest 
•how of bravery. 
So the little oyster 


crab may with the same instinct run 
back and forth within the sensitive man- 
tle of the oyster and, retreating, push 
against its soft body, which will indicate 
to the slothful intelligence of its host 
that something is wrong outside, when it 
will discreetly close its shell as t" > bcttei 
part of valor.— Chicago Newa.

Dempsey Accuses Chums of Assault 


Upon Houghton 


The case of James "Welch, the sec- 


ond of the three Greenneld boys who 
assaulted J. M. Houghton at Guilford, 
Vt., was begun in the court at New- 
fane, Vt., yesterday. "William Demp- 
ssy, who was convicted Monday of as- 
sault with intent to commit murder 
created a sensation by turning state's 
evidence.
